Mrs.  Spear’s  Sudden  Death

Mrs.  T.  8.  Spear  died  suddenly  yester¬ 
day  afternoon  from  an  attack  of  apoplexy. 

Before  the  attack  Mrs.  Spear  waa  in 
perfect  health,  and  her  strong  and  vigor¬ 
ous  constitution,  which  she  had  always 
enjoyed,  gave  promise  of  many  more  y< 
of  usefulness.  She  was  stricken  while  at 
the  dinner  table  about  2  o  clock.  In  the 
company  of  the  members  of  the  family 
who  are  here  she  was  chattlg  pleasantly, 
and  appeared  to  be  In  uuusually  happy 
mood  when  the  shock  came.  From  the 
first  it  was  evident  that  the  stroke  would 
prove  fatal.  Hhe  never  regained  con¬ 
sciousness,  and  after  lingering  about  two 
hours  she  died.  Everything  that  loving 
and  wilflng  hands  could  do  was  rendered 
to  soothe  her  dying  moments,  and  thus, 
under  the  zealous  administrations  of  lov¬ 
ing  children,  she  calmly  and  peacefully 
passed  to  the  great  beyond. 

Mrs.  Spear  was  one  of  the  noblest  of 
Christian  women.  Uniting  early  In  life 
with  the  Presbyterian  church,  she  was 
characterized  by  earnest  devotion  to  her 
Master.  Ever  pious  and  with  charity  to¬ 
ward  all,  she  won  friendship,  love  and  re¬ 
spect  of  all  who  knew  her  an^l  she  will  be 
sadly  missed  by  this  entire  community, 
before  whom  her  life  was  a  bright  exam¬ 
ple  of  Christian  deeds.  Particularly  she 
will  be  missed  by  the  poor,  who  have  al¬ 
ways  found  In  her  a  true  friend,  whose 
benefactions  have  cheered  and  encour¬ 
aged  many  a  sinking  heart  with  renewed 
life  and  hope.  Tlioee  who  more  Intimate¬ 
ly  knew  her  say  that  she  was  one  of  the 
best  of  women.  However  heavy  the  cross 
dhe  had  to  bear  she  was  always  serene  and 
even-tempered. 

Her  maiden  name  was  Miss  Sarah  Dodd, 
and  she  was  born  in  Blootnfield,  New  Jer¬ 
sey,  on  September  16,  1827.  She  was 
married  in  that  city  to  Mr.  T.  S.  Spear  ou 
May  2ft.  1846,  and  moved  to  tills  city  in 
1857,  where  the  family  have  resided  since. 
Her  husband  and  ^the  following  children 
survive  herv  Mr.  Charles.Spear,  of  Mont¬ 
gomery;  Mr.  Horace  P.  Spear  and  Mrs 
F.  A.  Sileox,  of  Charleston  ;  Mrs.  George 
H.- Waddel,*  of  Birmingham,  and  Mrs. 
Toombs  Howard  and  Miss  Sallie  Spear,  of 
this  city. _
